NOT  very  many  years  ago  the  city  of  San  Jose,  in  the  center  of  the  foothills  of 
the  fertile  Santa  Clara  Valley  of  California,  was  known  chiefly  as  the  starting 
point  for  the  famed  New  Almaden  quicksilver  mines.  After  that  came  the 
transformation  of  horticulture,  and  the  city  became  the  center  of  the  largest  prune- 
growing  region  in  the  world.  Then  upon  Mt.  Hamilton,  off  to  the  east,  was  built 
the  Lick  Observatory  where  was  placed,  at  enormous  cost,  the  then  largest  telescope  in 
the  world.  Tourists  and  all  people  who  know  things,  sought  out  San  Jose  and  from  it 
went  up  toward  the  sky  to  see  the  stars  and  other  celestial  wonders. 

For  all  these  attractions  the  city  is  known  today,  but  beyond  and  better  than  all  of 
these,  so  far  as  the  actual  attractive  value  to  the  traveler  is  concerned,  is  that  feature  of 
comfort  and  luxury  known  now  wherever  tourist  travelers  meet  — the  Hotel  Vendome. 

Because  of  the  attractions  named,  primarily,  the  hotel  came  to  be,  but  the 
beauty  of  its  surroundings  and  the  excellence  of  its  equipment,  have  united  in  making 
the  hotel  itself  one  of  the  great  alluring  resources  of  the  big  State  where  Nature's 
handiwork  makes   the    whole    world  talk.      It    is  easv  enough    to  pile  up   adjectives

The  Great  Lick  Observatory 

By  reason  of  the  bequest  of  James  Lick,  a  California  multimillioniare,  there  exists 
today,  on  the  summit  of  Mt.  Hamilton,  4209  feet  above  sea  level,  the  greatest  astro- 
nomical observatory  in  the  world.      One  cannot  appreciate  what  this  statement  means 


until  the  eve  has  seen  and  the  mind  has 
grasped  the  wonderftil  equipment  there  pro- 
vided for  searching  the  heavens  and  revealing 
the  secrets  of  the  stars.  It  was  in  1875 
that  Lick  devised  $700,000  for  the  es- 
tablishment on  Mt.  Hamilton  of  "the  most 
powerful  telescope  "  possible  to  construct. 
The  appointed  trustees  worked  earnestly  and 
faithfully,  but  it  was  not.  until  1887  that 
the  great  lens,  36  inches  in  diameter, 
fitted  in  the  elaborately  constructed  tele- 
scope mechanism,  was  announced  ready  for 
action.  The  big  telescope  and  the  manv 
other  instruments  have  been  constantly  in 
use  since  and  manv  valuable  discoveries  have 


The  tubing  of  tills  Iclrscopc,  the  largc-st  in  the  w..ria  when 
constructed,  but  now  surpassed  by  the  Yerkes'  (forty-inch  lens)  tele- 
scope of  Chicago,  is  fifty-six  feet  long  and  weighs  several  tons. 
It  was  constructed  bv  Warner  &r  Swasey  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  The 
lens  was  supplied  bv  Alvin  Clark  &  Sons  of  Massachusetts

been  made.  The  observatory  is  a  part  of  the  University  ot  California,  whose 
academic  colleges  are  at  Berkeley,  across  the  bav  from  San  Francisco.  The  res- 
ervation on  Mt.  Hamilton  comprises  2581  acres,  and  many  students  come  here 
for  post-graduate  courses.  Speaking  of  this  great  telescope  and  the  observatory  work, 
former  Director  Edward  S.  Holden  says  : 

"  Great  instruments  of  this  class  require  a  serene  and  quiet  air  in  order  that  they 
may  do  their  best  work.  In  this  respect  the  Lick  telescope  is  unrivaled.  It  stands  on 
the  verv  summit  of  Mt.  Hamilton,  in  the  Mt.  Diablo  range.  From  May  till 
November  the  davs  and  nights  are  clear,  and  during  the  whole  summer  the  air  is 
quiet;  the  stars  do  not  twinkle;  the  highest  magnifying  powers  can  be  employed.  No 
one  of  the  observatories  east  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  has  such  advantages  ;  and  all  large 
telescopes  there  situated  are  more  or  less  handicapped  in  this  regard*.  The  Lick 
Observatory  was  one  of  the  very  first  '  mountain  '  observatories  to  be  constructed,  and 
here,  again,  it  has  been  the  parent  and  exemplar  of  a  large  number  oi  such  establish- 
ments founded  in  late  rears.      All  the  problems  presented  by  such  a  situation  have  been

fair  idea  of  the  mountain  valleys  of  the

preading  oaks.      This  is  the  sort 
A  country   Bret  Harte  describes, 
and  it's  all  seen  on  this  road  up  Mt. 
Hamilton    to    Lick  Observatory. 
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The  great  dome  is  in  plain  view 
from     the      upper     windows    of     the 
hotel,  and  at  almost  every  turn  of  the 
road  its    white  hemisphere   glistens   in 
the  sunlight.

Wild  flowers  in  profusion,  mount?.'"   ci--  '- 
bery,  oaks  and  vines  fringe  the  road,  and  beautiful  vistas  meet  the  eye. 

Up,  up,  up,  at  each  successive  lap  the  great  dome  seeming  yet  afar  off;  but  soon 
vou  round  the  last  turn  and  the  summit  is  reached.  Here  on  Mt.  Hamilton  is  spread 
before  the  visitor  more  of  the  world's  surface  than  can  be  seen  from  any  other  point 
known  to  mam.      The  glory  and   the  majesty  of  the  panorama  are  indescribable.      At 

feet  is  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  fair  as  a  dream,  and  just  beyond  are  the  glittering 

i  of  San  Francisco  Bay. 

The  director.  Dr.  W.  W,  Campbell,  the  astronomers  and  attendants  at  the 
observatory  accord  the  visitor  every  facility  to  see  the  work  done  there  in  the  interest  of 
science  and  human  knowledge.  The  visitor  is  conducted  through  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  the  purpose  and  manner  of  using  the  many  difficult  instruments  is 
explained.

the  achievements  of  science,  are  sufficient  to  fill  the  heart  and  to  occupy  the  mind  of 
the  most  intellectual  and  ambitious.  Two  or  three  hours  can  be  profitably  and 
pleasantly  spent  at  the  observatory,  but  the  supreme  moments  of  the  trip  are  yet  in 
store  —  the  descent.  The  stage  is  ready.  A  crack  of  the  whip  and  you  are  off  for 
Smith's  Creek,  seven  miles  away  by  road  and  2263  feet  below.  Rounding  curve  after 
curve,  as  only  the  experienced .  driver  and  the  sure-footed  horses  can,  one  moment 
hanging  on  the  ledge  hundreds  of  feet  above  the  tree  tops,  the  next  buried  between 
canyon  walls  that  shut  out  the  view  of  heaven.  Santa  Ysabel  again — a  change  of 
horses  and  you  are  ready  for  the  dozens  of  new  wonders  passed  but  not  noted  on  the 
upward  drive.  So  short  seems  the  time  between  Santa  Ysabel  and  home  —  \^endome 
—  that  one  can  scarcely  realize  the  height  and  distance  covered. 

San  Jose  and  the  Fruitful  Santa  Clara  Valley 

When,  more  than  a  century  ago,  the  old  Spanish  fathers  sought  to  establish  a 
mission  near  San  Francisco  Bay,  they  wisely  selected  the  Santa  Clara  \  alley,  the 
charms  of  which,  at  a  later  time,  were  so  graphically  portrayed  by  Bayard  Taylor, 
who  declared  it    to  be   "one  of  the    three    most  beautiful    vallevs    in    the   world." 


Stretching  southward  from  the  bay  tor  a  distance  of  sixty  miles,  with  an  average  width 
of  twenty,  the  timbered  mountains  of  Santa  Cruz  protect  the  valley  from  the  ocean 
winds  on  the  west,  while  the  picturesque  Coast  Range  guards  its  entire  length  from  the 
excessive  heat  of  interior  California.  It  is  open  to  the  cooling  breezes  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  but  lying  beyond  its  reaches  of  summer  fog  —  and  here  the  padres 
found  an  ideal  domain  whose  sunny  skies  rivaled  those  of  Italv,  and  whose  generous 
soil  responded  bountifully  to  those  who  cultivated  it. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  a  climate  in  which 
nearly   all   fruits  are  grown   and  in   which   the 
geranium  and  the  rose  bloom  in  the  gardens 
all  the  winter  through,  and  the  palms  are 
never  touched  by   frost,    is    genial,    in- 
viting and  healthful.      It  is  a  climate  in 
which  the  weak  and  ailing  grow  strong 
and  rugged,  and  the  consumptive,  who   i 


been  given  up  by  his  home  physician,  may  revive  and  enjoy  many  years  of  lite  in 
comparative  vigor.  In  the  dry  and  invigorating  atmosphere  of  the  Santa  Clara  foot- 
hills are  many  prosperous  fruit  growers  who  came  hither  years  ago  afflicted  with 
pulmonary  or   asthmatic   trouble,  and   who   have   found   here   not   only  the   blessing   of 


health,  but  all  the  comtbrts  and  pleasures  of  attractive  surroundings  and  the  privileges 
of  a  society  that  is  as  refined  and  desirable  as  that  of  any  of  the  Eastern  States  or 
sections  of  the  old  world,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  made  up  very  largely  from  the  best 
classes  of  Eastern  and  Southern  people. 

There  is  nothing  enervating  in  the  waimth  of  Santa  Clara's  summer  sun,  and  the 
winters  are  open  and  delightful.  According  to  the  United  States  official  report  for  a 
recent  year  San  Jose  has  more  clear  days  than  any  city  in  California,  leading  with  285 
out  of  365  days.  Of  the  days  not  clear,  nearly  all  are  warm  and  comfortable.  The 
rainfall  averages  i  5  inches  in  the  valley  and  30  inches  in  the  foothills,  annually,  and 
no  long,  cold  and  tedious  storms  make  the  winters  dreary.  The  rains,  during  the  few 
months  of  the  winter  season,  are  intermittent  —  a  few  days  of  warm  rain  followed  by 
many  days  of  glorious  sunshine,  and  then  another  brief  period  of  rainy  weather.

The  mild  and  open  winters  make  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara  \  auey  a  nigruy 
desirable  place  of  residence  for  health  and  outdoor  enjovment.

The  water  is  pure,  wood  abundant,  trout  and 
game  plentiful;  ferns,  wild  flowers  and  flowering  shrubs  bedeck  ridges,  canyons  and 
mountain  side,  and  the  niehts  are  just  cool  enough  to  give  the  camoer  sound  and 
delicious  slumber. 
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
